A magazine which goes by the name of War Peace 
Rep ort has ap p eared with a long article entitled "United 
States China Policy—in the Jaws of the Vise," by Mr. Z. 
Mr. Z. i* Urban Whittak er of the San Francisco State 
College. 
The object of the article is to encourage a recog­ 
nition of Red China. It begins with these sentences: 
"For nearly 12 years now the United States has 
av oided 
formal 
relations with the moat 
p op ulous 
I p olitical entity of the earth and has p rev ented its rep re­ 
sentation in the United Nations. Thus the serious defeat 
that the force* of world anti-communism suffered in 
1949 in China has not yet been registered officially on 
the dip lomatic book s either in the United States or in 
the world organization." 


"If the establishment o f Red China is so impo r­ 
tant, why do wre hav e to reco g nize it o r to nse the 
phrase o f the autho r, reg ister it o fficially o n the 
diplo matic bo o ks. 
The co nclusio n that Whittaker 
reaches is: 
"la sho rt, the General Assembly , by a larg e 
majo rity , appears determined to seat bo th Chinas, 
but if it Is ev entually fo rced to cho o se between 
them, it ft prepared to cho o se 606 millio ns in prefer­ 
ence to the 12 millio ns." 


The author admits that the Two Chinas idea is 
op p osed by both Communist China and Nationalist 
China. The author believ es that if the United States 
continues to reject the Two Chinas idea, the United 
Nations will accep t a one China, namely. Red China. 
Urban Whittak er dev oted himself to an attack on 
the Committee of One Million, which to him is “the 
remains of the Old China Lobby under one umbrella." 
When ooe uses the term China Lobby, he sp eak s 
of something that nev er existed; that is. the Kuomm* 
tang gov ernment in Formosa nev er maintained more 
than the usual p ress serv ice here. 
Howev er, Alfred Kohl berg, a handk erchief manu­ 
facturer and merchant, who at ooe time had business 
interests in China, sp rat his own money op p osing Com­ 
munist China. When Alfred Kohlberg died, those who 
had an op p ortunity to k now, were astonished at the 
enormous amount sp ent by Kohlberg for v arious anti­ 
communist causes. And it was all his own money. 
Kohlberg enjoyed calling himself 
"The China 
Lobby.” It was ra absurd ap p ellation which led to false 
connotations. Howev er, that is what the China Lobby 
was for many years—a one man effort by an American 
citizen who hated Communism. The Committee of One 
Million is a p ublic body which is managed by Marv in 
Liebman who is also activ e in other anti-Communist 
causes. 
The Committee of One Million is bi-p artisan and 
includes many imp ortant p ersons. 
Urban Whittak er 
says: 
"Nothing on the American p olitical scene today is 
quite so absurd or quite so fraught with dangerous 
international consequences as the alliance of Hubert 
Hump hrey with Barry Goldwater, of Paul Douglas with 
Ev erett Dirk sen and of Clifford Case with Walter Judd 
on the Committee of One Million.” 


This so unds a bit hy sterical. Mo st Americans 
are o ppo sed to Red China and it is therefo re no t 
surprising to see bo th Republicans and Demo crats 
o n this co mmittee. 
Urban Whittaker has prepared a research 
memo randum in "Chinese Representatio n in the 
United Natio ns" which is marked "Co nfidential (fo r 
limited 
circulatio n 
o nly )." 
Acco rding 
to 
this 
memo randum, he interv iewed the deleg ates o f 91 
member states. He finds that there are fiv e po s­ 
sible so lutio ns to the China pro blem. 
These he 
states as fo llo ws: 
"Solution 1. One, non-communist China, de facto 
_ and de jure. This is the p re-19 49 situation. It would 
^ re q u ire the v ictorious return of the Nationalists to the 
Mainland. 
"Solution 2. Two Chinas, de facto, with the non­ 
communist gov ernment rep resented de jure at the 
United Nations. This is the status quo solution, the 
situation as it has actually existed since 1949. 
"Solution 3. Two Chinas, one communist and one 
non-communist, de facto and de jure. This is what is 
usually meant by the term ‘two Chinas,* both of them 
in the United Nations. 
"Solution 4. Two Chinas de facto, with the com­ 
munist gov ernment rep resented de jure at the United 
Nations. This is the rev erse of Solution 2, the p resent 
situation. 
"Solution 5. One, communist China, de facto and 
de jure. This is the rev erse of the original, p re-19 49 
situation.” 
No matter how one reads this material, be reaches 
the conclusion that Urban Whittak er fav ors the Two 
as most lik ely to be accep ted in the United

The atmosp here at the top gov ­ 
ernmental lev el, where the life- 
and-death decisions hav e to be 
made, hav e lately and quite nota­ 
bly imp rov ed desp ite the tragedy 
at Berlin. 
The change is not easy to p in 
down, because it is incomp lete. 
The hap p y smiles of Pollyanna 
are not yet to be seen on the faces 
of 
the 
leading 
p olicy-mak ers 
whose mood remains grim. But 
at least there is no more of the 
dark , 
almost 
fatalistic 
gloom 
which was so widesp read immedi­ 
ately after the President's Vienna 
meeting with Nik ita S. Khrush­ 
chev . 
This may seem strange, in v iew 
of the tension generated by the 
Berlin tragedy, and the Western 
p owers' inability to force the jail- 
gate op en again for the p itiful 
East German refugees. But the 
p olitical and moral asp ects of the 
Berlin tragedy are v ery different, 
as already noted in this sp ace. 
Morally, 
it 
is 
horrifying 
to 
watch Khrushchev and the odious 
Walther Ulbricht so brutally and 
op enly p laying their roles as the 
jailers of the East Germans. Po­ 
litically. 
howev er, 
the Western 
nations hav e no more obligation 
to assure the right of jail-break ­ 
ing for the East Germans, than 
for the Poles, or the Hungarians, 
of the wretched Chinese. 
The 
Western obligation is to defend 
Free Berlin and its access routes. 
Politically, the brutal measures 
tak en at Berlin by Khrushchev 
and Ulbricht also mean, v ery 
obv iously, that they hav e now 
created a situation they can liv e 
with, ev en if West Berlin remains 
defiantly free. Orderly manage­ 
ment of the East German jail 
was wholly imp ossible as long as 
jail-break ing was easy. But with 
Free Berlin sealed off from East 
Berlin, Ulbricht’s worst p roblems 
hav e been solv ed. 
The fact that the p roblem has 
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been solv ed by the most brutal 
measures, and at this p articular 
time, in itself means a lot. The 
end of freedom at Berlin, which 
Khrushchev has been threatening, 
would hav e been a much neater, 
more comp lete, and more satis­ 
factory 
solution. 
And 
Khrush­ 
chev 's and Ulbricht’s der ision to 
resort to a far from satisfactory 
solution of their p roblem, rather 
clearly imp lies loss of hop e for 
the p referred solution. 
But this reasoning about the 


Berlin tragedy is not decisiv e. It 
is mainly imp ortant, in fact, be­ 
cause it shows that recent ev ents 
at Berlin are by no means in­ 
consistent with a theory about 
Khrushchev which has been gain­ 
ing ground of late. This theory is 
the real source of the atmos­ 
p heric 
im p rov em ent 
already 
noted. 
The theory, which might better 
be called ra exp ert reading of 
Khrushchev ’s mind, begins with 
Khrushchev 's Vienna mood. At

TITOV’S FEAT—Has Russia the 
means to orbit a man around the 
moon? In the minds of American 
scientists, the answer is a quali­ 
fied "yes." 
Sov iet cosmonaut Gherman Ti­ 
tov 's feat in orbiting the earth 17 
times ov er a 25-hour p eriod dem­ 
onstrated that the Russians can 
sustain life long enough to mak e 
the trip to the moon and return. 
The only real 
q u e s t i o n is 
whether Russia's booster rock ets 
are p owerful enough to accelerate 
the Sov iet cap sule to an initial 
sp eed of 25.000 miles an hour. 
Titov , and Gagarin before him, 
p rov ed that the thrust of their 
rock ets is p owerful enough to ac­ 
celerate to about 18,000 miles an 
hour,' the minimum 
s o e e d re­ 
quired to achiev e orbit around the 
earth. 
Our intelligence rep orts indicate 
that the Russians hav e mastered 
the technique of firing their rock ­ 
ets in clusters, and that this is 
the means they hav e used in their 
sp ectacular sp ace achiev ements. 
If this is true, then, American 


scientists reason, it would be a 
comp arativ ely simp le feat to add 
a few more rock ets to the cluster. 
Unfortunately, the need for se­ 
crecy p rev ents the United States 
from disclosing all it k nows about 
Sov iet rock etry. To do so could 
rev eal sources of information and 
methods of obtaining it that might 
close off such information. Also, 
this country has no intention of 
letting Russia k now just how good, 
or how bad. American intelligence 
work is. 
For these reasons, the United 
States and the rest of the world, 
including the Russian p eop le, will 
hav e to remain ignorant of the 
p recise rock et techniques used to 
orbit Titov and Gagarin. 
But, if all could be told, it would 
giv e some assurances to an an­ 
xious world that Russia is ready 
not so far ahead of the U. S. in 
sp ace techniques as her successes 
would indicate. It is, in fact, a 
temp orary lead, with more p rop a­ 
ganda than military adv antage, 
and it can be lost quick ly—in a 
matter of months. 


that time, the Sov iet boss was 
quite 
ev idently 
conv inced 
that 
when the crunch came, the West­ 
ern nations would not really fight 
for Berlin's freedom. This being 
his sincere conv iction, it followed 
that he only had to mak e the 
crunch fearful enough, in order 
to secure the glittering p rize of 
a total Western surrender. 
The resulting, v ery obv ious dan­ 
ger was that Khrushchev would 
blunder into war in the exp ec­ 
tation of securing a surrender.

Joshua’s trump et might hav e 
begun to sound the same way if 
the walls of Jericho had rather 
consp icuously 
failed 
to tumble 
down at the end of the sev en days 
p romised by the Lord of Hosts. 
Hence there is rising hop e that 
a new conv iction, that the West­ 
ern nations really will fight for 
Berlin, has been imp lanted in 
Khrushchev ’s mind by President 
Kennedy’s long-p ondered but quiet­ 
ly firm resp onse to the challenge 
at Vienna.

Since the heart is located next 
to the esop hagus, the sufferer 
may think the old tick er is being 
branded with a hot iron. 
Heartburn is not a sign of too 
much acid. 
The stomach juices 
always contain some strong diges- 
tants, and a small amount jof acid 
is just as irritating as a large 
amount. 
The question is, why 
does the stomach go into rev erse 
and sp ill some of its contents into 
the esop hagus? The stomach usu­ 
ally is driv en to rebellion by an 
emotional disturbance.

The Herrenchiemsee, on this en­ 
chanting little island of Herren- 
worth on what is called the Ba­ 
v arian Ocean, was constructed by 
Bav aria's looney King Ludwig II, 
who bank rup ted Bav aria to build 
it and who died p ossibly by foul 
p lay at the hands of his ministers 
before it was finished. 
If you lik e p alaces—each one 1 
claim is going to be my last and 
inv ariably I fall off the wagon and 
go look at another one—is a wild­ 
ly rococo and baroque cop y of 
Versailles, chiefly notable for the 
fact that it look s brand new. 
Where other p alaces in Europ e 
look dusty and old and museum­ 
lik e, Herrenchiemsee look s as if 
it was built yesterday—its marble 
walls, gleaming white and gold, 
its p arquetry floor magnificently 
unscarred and shining. 
"What a looney this man was," 
you say to yourself as you look 
at this op ulence. After all Ludwig 
hardly liv ed in the p alace which 
bank rup ted the country. (He also 
had a coup le of others.) 
In 
our 
sop histicated 
wisdom 
we’d nev er do anything lik e that. 
We’re going brok e too—but in sen­ 
sible ways and for sensible rea­ 
sons. We can’t afford to giv e our 
children a decent education—the 
aid-to-education 
bill 
has 
been 
abandoned by ev en the liberals— 
but if Chiang Kai-shek wants an­ 
other billion to line the p ock ets 
of his friends and adv isers, he’d 
hav e it tomorrow. 
Or if Laos 
wanted another $300.000,000 to set 
fire to in the jungle, we’d write 
a check for it instanter. 
Where Ludwig was esp ecially 
looney was in leav ing something 
behind to p oint to—acres of glit­ 
tering chandelier-lit marble p ass­ 
ages, football fields of damask 
and gilt mirrors for later genera­ 
tions to p oint out and say. "How 
crazy can you get?" 
They’ll not be able to mock us 
that easily. 
Future generations 
are going to hav e a hell of a time 
finding anything to p oint to either 
. wise or unwise. We hav e sp ent 
billions shooting p ieces of hard­ 
ware into s p a c e where, thank 
God, nobody can see them. Her­ 
renchiemsee has brought p leasure 
to countless thousands of tourists. 
It’s not esp ecially well k nown to 
Americans but Bav arians are nuts 
about it. and they come by the 
thousands to p icnic in its woods 
and listen to Mozart p layed by 
string quartets under the light of 
the 2,000 candles in its 33 crystal 
chandeliers in its Great Gallery 
of tyUrrors. We’v e nev er done any­ 
thing as nutty as that. No one 
has ev er got the slightest p leasure 
out of those $100,000,000 Roman 
candles we hav e sent sp inning 
into the p erennial black ness of 
space. 


Well, 
maybe 
I’m 
stretching 
things. Kids hav e had some fun 
out of rock ets; it has set their 
little imaginations aflame with the 
p erils of outer sp ace. But in gen­ 
eral you might say we hav e done 
our earnest Puritanical best to 
tak e all the fun out of the thing, 
to mak e the whole op eration as 
p ainful and exp ensiv e as p ossible, 
and to afford absolutely no p leas­ 
ure to anyone. 
Ev ery generation has its own 
sp ecial brand of lunacy. 
Some 
had Caligula. The Middle Ages 
had 
theologians 
figuring 
how 
many fairies could dance on the 
p oint of a p in. And we hav e for­ 
eign aid. It’s extrav agant to ask 
for a new school in Wausau Wis­ 
consin—why can’t Wausau build 
its own school—but 8.8 billion dol­ 
lars for unmentionable p urp oses 
in Boliv ia or Pak istan or Laos is 
entirely sensible. Money to p ur­ 
chase recreation sp ace for our 
children along the Eastern sea­ 
board was recently torp edoed by 
a Western senator who wouldn’t 
see any great adv antage to his 
Western constituents for it. How 
sane can you get? 
Each civ ilization bank rup ts its 
citizens in its own ways which 
seem quite rational at the mo­ 
ment. and only later seem utterly 
p rep osterous. 
The great sin of 
Ludwig II was the fact that h« 
was building another Versailles at 
a p eriod in history when p alace 
building as a form of national 
megalomania had gone out of 
style. (Herrenchiemsee was more 
than 100 years later than Versail­ 
les.) Consequently he was found 
looney and p ut away. 
But Ludwig’s greatest sin was 
in failing to cov er his track s. 
There is Herrenchiemsee, lov ely, 
gleaming, fanciful, wack y—for all 
to see. The sheer corrup tion that 
went into its construction can only 
be guessed at. They’ll nev er be 
able to p in our generation of 
Americans down on anything so 
screwy. 
The United States has 
contributed billions of dollars to 
Chiang Kai-shek alone. 
By the 
time 
future 
generations 
come 
along—if there are any such—all 
of it will hav e gone down the 
well. There’ll be no lov ely, looney 
buildings for future generations to 
look at say: 
"How crazy those Americans 
were!"

For A Two Chinas 


A magazine which goes by the name at War Peace 
Report has appeared with a long article entitled “ United 
States China Policy—in the Jaws of the Vise." by Mr. Z. 
Mr. Z. as Urban Whittaker of the San Francisco State 
College. 
The object of the article is to encourage a recog­ 
nition of Red China. It begins with these sentences 
“ For nearly 12 year* now the United States ha* 
avoided 
formal 
relations 
with 
the 
most 
populous 
political entity of the earth and has prevented its repre­ 
sentation in the United Nation*. Thus the serious defeat 
that the force* of world anti-commumsm suffered im 
1949 in China has not yet been registered officially on 
the diplomatic hooks either in the United States or in 
the world organization. ^ 


“ If the establishment of Red China is so impor­ 
tant. why do we have to recognize it or to use the 
phrase of the author, register it officially on the 
diplomatic books. 
The conclusion that Whittaker 
reaches is: 
“ In short, the General Assembly, by a large 
majority, appears determined to seat both Chinas, 
hut if it is eventually forced to choose be N e e o 
them, it is prepared to choose 804 millions in prefer­ 
ence to the 12 millions ” 


The author admits that the Two Chinas idea is 
opposed by both Communist China and Nationalist 
China. The author believes that if the United States 
continues to reject the Two Chinas idea, the United 
Nations will accept a one Olina, namely. Red China. 
Urban Whittaker devoted himself to an attack on 
the Committee of One Million, which to him is “the 
rem ains of the Old China Lobby under one um brella.” 
When one uses the term China Lobby, he speaks 
of something that never existed: that is. the Kuomin- 
tang government in Formosa never maintained more 
than the usual press service here. 
However, Alfred Kohlberg, a handkerchief manu­ 
facturer and merchant, who at one time had business 
interests in China, spent his own money opposing Com­ 
munist China. When Alfred Kohlberg died, those who 
had an opportunity to know, were astonished af the 
enormous amount spent by Kohlberg for various anti­ 
com m unist causes. And it was all his own money. 
Kohlberg 
enjoyed 
calling 
himself 
“The 
China 
Lobby.” It was an absurd appellation which led to false 
connotations. However, that is what the China Lobby 
was for many years—a one man effort by an American 
citizen who hated Communism. The Committee of One 
Million is a public body which is managed by Marvin 
Liebman who is also active in other anti-Communist 
causes. 
The Committee of One Million is bi-partisan and 
includes many important persons. 
Urban Whittaker 
says: 
“ Nothing on the American political scene today is 
quite so absurd or quite so fraught with dangerous 
international consequences as the alliance of Hubert 
Humphrey with Barry Coldwater, of Paul Douglas with 
Everett Dirksen and of Clifford Case with Walter Judd 
on the Committee of One Million.’* 


This sounds a bit hysterical. 
Most Americans 
are opposed to Red China and it is therefore not 
surprising to see both Republicans and Democrats 
on this committee. 
Urban 
Whittaker 
has 
prepared 
a 
research 
memorandum in “Chinese Representation in the 
United Nations” which is marked “Confidential (for 
limited 
circulation 
only).” 
According 
to 
this 
memorandum, he interviewed the delegates of 91 
member states. 
He finds that there are five pos­ 
sible solutions to the China problem. 
These he 
states as follows: 


“ Solution I. One, non-communist China, de facto 
and de jure. This is the pre-1949 situation. It would 
I require the victorious return of the Nationalists to the 
Mainland. 
“ Solution 2 
Two Chinas, de facto, with the non­ 
communist government 
represented de jure at the 
United Nations. 
This is the status quo solution, the 
situation as it has actually existed since 1949. 
“ Solution 3. Two Chinas, one communist and one 
non-communist, de facto and de jure. This is wdiat is 
usually meant by the term ‘two Chinas,’ both of them 
in the United Nations. 
“ Solution 4. Two Chinas de facto, with the com­ 
m u n is government represented de jure at the United 
Nations. This is the reverse of Solution 2, the present 
situation. 
“Solution 5. One, com m unis China, de facto and 
de jure. This is the reverse of the original, pre-1949 
situation.” 
No m atter how one reads this m aterial, he reaches 
the conclusion that Urban Whittaker favors the Two 
Chinas is most likely to be accepted in the United 
Nations.

Mr. K May Realize West Means Business 


WASHINGTON 
The atmosphere at the top gov­ 
ernmental level, where the life­ 
anddeath decisions have to be 
made, have lately and quite nota­ 
bly improved despite the tragedy 
at Berlin 
The change is not easy to pin 
down, because it is incomplete. 
The happy smiles of Pollyanna 
are not yet to he seen on the faces 
of 
the 
leading 
policy-makers 
whose mood remains grim. But 
at least there is no more of the 
dark, 
almost 
fatalistic 
gloom 
which was so widespread immedi­ 
ately after the President’s Vienna 
meeting with Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev, 
This may seem strange, in view 
of the tension generated by the 
Berlin tragedy, and the Western 
powers' inability to force the jail* 
gate open again for the pitiful 
East German refugees. But the 
political and moral aspects of the 
Berlin tragedy are very different, 
as already noted in this space. 
Morally, 
it 
if 
horrifying 
to 
watch Khrushchev and the odious 
Walther Ulbricht so brutally and 
openly playing their roles as the 
jailers of the East Germans. Po­ 
litically, 
however, 
the 
Western 
nations have no more obligation 
to assure the right of jail-break­ 
ing for the East Germans, than 
for the Poles, or the Hungarians, 
of the wretched Chinese. 
The 
Western obligation is to defend 
Free Berlin and its access routes. 
"“Politically, the brutal measures 
taken at Berlin by Khrushchev 
and Ulbricht 
also 
mean, 
very 
obviously, that 
they have now 
created a situation they can live 
with. even if West Berlin remains 
defiantly free 
Orderly manage­ 
ment of the East German jail 
was wholly impossible as long as 
jail-breaking was easy. But with 
Free Berlin sealed off from East 
Berlin. Ulbricht’s worst problems 
have been solved. 
The fact that the problem has

been solved by the most brutal 
measures, and at this particular 
time. rn itself means a lot. The 
end of freedom at Berlin, which 
Khrushchev has been threatening,

TITOV’S FEAT—Has Russia the 
means to orbit a man around the 
moon? In the minds of American 
scientists, the answer is a quali­ 
fied “yes.” 
Soviet cosmonaut Gherman Ti­ 
tov’s feat in orbiting the earth 17 
times over a 25-hour period dem­ 
onstrated that the Russians can 
sustain life long enough to make 
the trip to the moon and return. 
The only real q u e s t i o n is 
whether Russia’s booster rockets 
are powerful enough to accelerate 
the Soviet capsule to an initial 
speed crf 25.000 miles an hour. 
Titov, and Gagarin before him. 
proved that the thrust of their 
rockets is powerful enough to ac­ 
celerate to about 18.000 miles an 
hour.’ the minimum s o e e d re­ 
quired to achieve orbit around the 
earth. 
Our intelligence reports indicate 
that the Russians have m astered 
the technique of firing their rock­ 
ets in clusters, and that this is 
the means they have used in their 
spectacular space achievements. 
lf this is true, then. American 


scientists reason, it would be a 
comparatively simple feat to add 
a few more rockets to the cluster. 
Unfortunately, the need for se­ 
crecy prevents the United States 
from disclosing all it knows about 
Soviet rocketry. 
To do so could 
reveal sources of information and 
methods of obtaining it that might 
close off such information. Also, 
this country has no intention of 
letting Russia know just how good, 
or how bad. American intelligence 
work is. 
For these reasons, the United 
States and the rest of the world, 
including the Russian people, will 
have to remain ignorant of the 
precise rocket techniques used to 
orbit Titov and Gagarin. 
But, if all could be told, it would 
give some assurances to an an­ 
xious world that Russia is ready 
not so far ahead of the U. S. in 
space techniques as her successes 
would indicate. 
It is. in fact, a 
temporary lead, with more propa­ 
ganda than military advantage, 
and it can he lost quickly—in a 
m atter of months. 


that time, the Soviet boss was 
quite 
evidently 
convinced 
that 
when the crunch came, the West­ 
ern nations would not really fight 
for Berlin’s freedom. This being 
his sincere conviction, it followed 
that he only had to make the 
crunch fearful enough, in order 
to secure the glittering prize of 
a total Western surrender 
The resulting, very obvious dan­ 
ger was that Khrushchev would 
blunder into war in the expec­ 
tation of securing a surrender. 
But in recent weeks, the wisest 
Western

shrillness of tone began to be very 
noticeable in all this furious blus­ 
ter. Joshua’s trum pet might have 
begun to sound the same way if 
the walls of Jericho had rather

down at the end of the seven days 
promised by the Lord of Hosts. 
Hence there is rising hope that 
a new conviction, that the West­ 
ern nations really will fight for 
Berlin, has 
been 
implanted in 
Khrushchev’s mind by President 
Kennedy ’s long-pondered but quiet­ 
ly firm response to the challenge 
at Vienna 
If this is true, a very 
great 
point 
indeed 
has 
been 
gained. 
Even if this point has been 
gained, of course, the Berlin crisis 
remains 
a 
desperately 
serious 
business. 
Khrushchev 
will

every device at* his disposal to 
divide and to intimidate the West­ 
ern allies. Steady nerves will be 
needed in the time ahead. But if 
Western nerves remain steady, 
and if Khrushchev is indeed con­ 
vinced the West means business, 
there is hope for a good outcome.

CHIEMSEE. Germany 
The Herrenchiemsee, on this en­ 
chanting little island of Herren- 
worth on what is called the Ba­ 
varian Ocean, was constructed by 
Bavaria's looney King Ludwig ll, 
who bankrupted Bavaria to build 
it and who died possibly by foul 
play at the hands of his ministers 
before it was finished. 
lf you like palaces—each one I 
claim is going to be my last and 
invariably I fall off the wagon and 
go look at another one—is a wild­ 
ly rococo and baroque copy of 
Versailles, chiefly notable for the 
fact 
that it 
looks brand 
new. 
Where other palaces in Europe 
look dusty and old and museum - 
like, Herrenchiemsee looks as if 
it was built yesterday—its m arble 
walls, gleaming white and gold, 
its parquetry floor magnificently 
unscarred and shining. 
“What a looney this man w as,” 
you say to yourself as you look 
at this opulence 
After all Ludwig 
hardly lived in the palace which 
bankrupted the country. (He also 
had a couple of others. > 
In 
our 
sophisticated 
wisdom 
we d never do anything like that. 
We're going broke too—but in sen­ 
sible ways and for sensible re a ­ 
sons. We can't afford to give our 
children a decent education—the 
aid-to-education 
bill 
has 
been 
abandoned by even the liberals— 
but if Chiang Kai-shek wants an­ 
other billion to line the pockets 
of his friends and advisers, he'd 
have it tomorrow. 
Or if Laos 
wanted another $300,000,000 to set 
fire to in the jungle, we d write 
a check for it instanter. 
Where Ludwig was especially 
looney was in leaving something 
behind to point to—acres of glit­ 
tering chandelier-lit marble pass­ 
ages, football fields of dam ask 
and gilt m irrors for later genera­ 
tions to point out and say, “ How 
crazy can you get?” 
They'll not he able to mock us 
that easily. 
Future generations 
are going to have a hell of a tim e 
finding anything to point to either 
wise or unwise. 
We have spent 
billions shooting pieces of hard­ 
ware into s p a c e where, thank 
God, nobody can see them. Her­ 
renchiemsee has brought pleasure 
to countless thousands of tourists. 
It s not especially well known to 
Americans but Bavarians are nuts 
about it. and they come by the 
thousands to picnic in its woods 
and listen to Mozart played by 
string quartets under the light of 
the 2,000 candles in its 33 crystal 
chandeliers in its Great Gallery 
of Mirrors. We’ve never done any­ 
thing as nutty as that 
No one 
has ever got the slightest pleasure 
out of those $100,000,000 Roman 
candles we have sent spinning 
into the perennial blackness of 
space. 


Well. 
maybe 
I'm 
stretching 
things. Kids have had some fun 
out of rockets; it has set their 
little imaginations aflame with the 
perils of outer space. But in gen­ 
eral you might say we have done 
our earnest Puritanical best to 
take all the fun out of the thing, 
to make the whole operation as 
painful and expensive as possible, 
and to afford absolutely no pleas­ 
ure to anyone. 
Every generation has its own 
special brand of lunacy. 
Some 
had Caligula. The Middle Ages 
had 
theologians 
figuring 
how 
many fairies could dance on the 
point of a pin. And we have for­ 
eign aid. It s extravagant to ask 
for a new school in Wausau Wis­ 
consin—why can ’t Wausau build 
its own school—but 8 8 billion dol­ 
lars for unmentionable purposes 
in Bolivia or Pakistan or Laos is 
entirely sensible. 
Money to pur­ 
chase recreation space for our 
children along the Eastern sea­ 
board was recently torpedoed by 
a Western senator who wouldn't 
see any great advantage to his 
Western constituents for it. How 
sane can you get? 
Each civilization bankrupts its 
citizens in its own ways which 
seem quite rational at the mo­ 
ment, and only later seem utterly 
preposterous. 
The great sin of 
Ludwig II was the fact that he 
was building another Versailles at 
a period in history when palace 
building as a form of national 
megalomania 
had 
gone out of 
style. (Herrenchiemsee was more 
than IOO years later than Versail­ 
les. ) Consequently he was found 
looney and put away. 
But Ludwig's greatest sin was 
in failing to cover his tracks. 
There is Herrenchiemsee, lovely, 
gleaming, fanciful, wacky—for all 
to see. The sheer corruption that 
went into its construction can only 
be guessed at 
They ll never he 
able to pin our 
generation of 
Americans down on anything so 
screwy. 
The United States has 
contributed billions of dollars to 
Chiang Kai-shek alone. 
By the 
tim e 
future 
generations 
come 
along—if there are any such—all 
of it will have gone down the 
well. There’ll be no lovely, looney 
buildings for future generations to 
look at say: 
“ How crazy 
those .Americans 
w ere!”
